The street railway problem is perhaps} 
the most pressing problem before the 
Massachusetts public today. The Legis- 
lature is called in special session this 
month to take remedial measures. The 
conditions in the Lawrence district rep- 
resent an acute phase of a very general 
condition.

CORLEY 


“Milestones”? will be the next play 
to be given by the Henry Jewett Players 
at the Copley Theatre. This play was 
written by Arnold Bennett and Edward 
Knoblauch, and was given at this same 
theatre in the spring of 1917. Such de- 
lightful memories has “* Milestones”’ left 
in the minds of the patrons of the Copley 
that there has been an urgent eall for its 
revival. 

“*Milestones”’ is a very unusual play 
in many respects. It is chock full of the 
most delightful kind of romance. There 
is a beautiful love story which is carried 
through three generations.

HOLLIS 


It is small wonder that of all the 
dramatists who cater to the English- 
speaking world, that modest . little 
Scotchman, J. M. Barrie, is the best 
loved. All of his plays breathe of sun- 
shine and happiness. He never scolds. 
While he dotes on. calling attention to 


) little human frailties, he does so humor- 


ously, for.as he hopes to be forgiven for 
whatever little blemishes he may pos- 
sess, so is he ready to forgive his neigh- 
bor for his shortcomings. 


Barrie made a deep impress on the 
discerning portion of the public with 
“The Little Minister”. That this play 
was not a flash of an accidental turn was 
proved by “Peter Pan” and later by 
“What Every Woman Knows”, “The 
Admirable Crichton” and ‘“‘A Kiss for 
Cinderella’. All these plays added to 
the lustre attached to the author’s name, 
but the brightest feather in the cap of 
his reputation is ‘“‘Dear Brutus”, the 
che arming work that William Gillette is 
now giving at the Hollis Street theatre. 
The only trouble with some of thé gifted 
Scotchman’s early plays was that he was 
so subtle that his meaning was not al- 
ways clear to the majority. But in 
“Dear Brutus”’ he is particularly lucid. 
Depth there is to the play to be sure, a 
wonderful amount of it, but it is all 
easily seen. It isn’t what Barrie says 
that matters so much as what is implied 
by what he says. Barrie holds, and tries 
to prove, in “Dear Brutus” that a 
man’s suceess or failure in this world lies 
within himself and is not due to any out- 
side causes. The argument gives a lot 
of food for thought, and it is one that 
has furnished any number of ministers 
with material for sermons. 

Mr. Gillette’s stay in the play in 
Boston has been wonderfully successful. 
There have been times when the Hollis 
Street theatre has not been large enough 
to accommodate all those who have de- 
sired to see the play. How much the 
work is. appreciated is shown by the 
manner in which it is received and the 
enthusiasm shown -at the ends of the 
acts. In view of the success of the play 
it seems unfortunate that its original 
stay of a month cannot be prolonged. 
As it is, Mr. Gillette must end his stay 
in two weeks, for other cities are waiting 
to see the best of all the.Barrie plays. 
The work is artistically staged and sur- 
rounding Mr. Gillette is one of the best 
companies that has ever gone on tour in 
this country. 


The Next Census 


Washington, Nov, 2: That the -Four- 
teenth Decennial Census, on which the 
actual enumeration work will begin 
January 2, 1920, is to be the most im- 
portant ever taken is shown by the fact 
that the Act of Congress providing for 
this census expressly increased the scope 
of the inquiries so as to include forestry 
and forest products, two subjects never 
covered specifically by any preceding 
census act. 

The inquiries to be made relating to 
population, manufactures, mines, quar- 
ries and agriculture were also extended 
in their scope by Congress, the keenest 
interest over the forthcoming census 
having been shown by the members of 
the census committee of both the House 
and Senate while the law was under 
consideration. 


What is a farm? 

Seems a foolish question to ask, 
doesn’t it? Almost anyone can tell off- 
hand just what a farm is and knows one 
when he sees it. 

But do you happen to know the in- 
terpretation Uncle Sam places on the 
word ‘‘farm’’ for census purposes? 
No? Then read how his Bureau of the 
Census defines the word: 

**\ farm for census purposes is all the 


land which. is directly farmed by. one. 


person conducting agricultural opera- 
tions, either by his own labor or with the 
assistance of members of his-household 


or-hired-employees,”’ 


In further explanation of this’ definiz 
tion the Census Bureau points out that 
the term “‘agricultural operations’’ is 
used as a general term referring to the 
work of growing crops, producing other 
agricultural products and raising do- 
mestic an ined; poultry. or -bees. 

From this definition it@will be séen 
that a farm may consist 0 °F single tract 
of land or a number of separate and dis- 
tinct tracts. And these several tracts 
may be held under different tenures as, 
for instance, when one tract is owned by 
the farmer and another is rented by 
him. Thus, if a man who owns 100 
acres rents an additional ten acres from 
some one else and operates both the 100 
acres and the ten acres, then his ‘“‘farm”’ 
includes both tracts of land comprising 
110.acres. 

By the same token when a landowner 
has one or more tenants, renters, crop- 
pers or managers, each different tract 
of land operated by any such tenant, 
renter, cropper or manager is considered 
a separate and distinct farm by the 
Census Bureau. Or, to give an example, 
if a man owning 120 acres of land rents 
£0 acres to a tenant and farms the re- 
maining 80 acres himself, his farm is the 
80 acres which he operates, not the 120 
acres which he owns, while the 40-acre 
tract which he rents to a tenant com- 
prises a separate farm to be reported 
in the name of the tenant. 

Another question to be determined is 
how important does an agricultural 
enterprise have to be in order to secure 
recognition in the census as a farm? A 
small vegetable garden or a chicken- 
yard accommodating a few busy hens 
will notbe allowed to qualify as a 
‘farm’ in the census, 10 matter with 
what pardonable pride and satisfaction 
the proprietor may view his agricultural 
enterprise. 

But if the garden or chicken-yard 
expands until it covers not less. than 
three acres of ground, or until it requires 
for its care the continuous services of at 
least one person, or yields products 
annually to; the value of $250 or more, 
it comes within the census definition of 
a farm andi will be recognized as such 
and counted.

Walt Whitman, writing in his diary 
after the Civil War, suggested that the 
day. for conventional monuments: had 
passed; that henceforth they would be 
superfluous and vulgar. 

“An enlarged, general humanity we 
are to build,”*he said. ‘‘ America, com- 
bining and justifying the past, yet works 
for a grander future in living, demo- 
eratie forms.” 

Half a century after Whitman’s words 
we are creating memorials in living 
forms. The American Forestry associa- 
tion of Washington proposes that Amer- 
ica show its gratitude to those who are 
gone by setting out millions of trees a- 
long the highways and in the dooryards 
of the country those men served, erect- 
ing self-perpetuating symbols of beauty 
and fruition. Imagine what the poet’s 
joy would be in this practical working 
out of his ideal. 

They gave the eager promise of their 
twenties—youth, heyday and old age— 
and it is not with stones that we can im- 
mortalize them. Stones are a symbol 
of death. It is life, not death, that we 
would sing. It is the lusty young life of 
those boys that we would remember. It 
is the joy of them, the courage of them, 
the laughter on their lips and the song in 
their hearts. This is the legacy of gal- 
lantry we would commemorate. 

After-generations may meet some 
resurrection of the faith those soldiers 
had in freedom and in loveliness, when 
they see the shining line ef Lombardy 
poplars along’ some Wisconsin lane, or 
rest under the tender shade of a bending 
elm at Maryland noon, or walk arm in 
arm with love, some night, where the 
cherry trees make a ‘“‘silver world” by 
the river. , 

How has your town planned to honor 
those who went? Schools and colleges in 
all our states are making of Arbor Day a 
Day of Remembrance. Many towns 
already have set out hundreds of trees— 
pines, maples, silver birches, and painted 
beeches—growing, changing, democratic 
monuments. 


What better can your town, or your 
school, or your block, or your mother- 
heart do than share in the Great Green 
Memorial to the so'diers? What, of all 
the projects before our minds and hands, 
could more,surely be a “bit” toward 
making the world a lovely place for their 
children—the world’s children? A place 
where men and women, with “enlarged, 
general humanity,” may live together, 
in friendliness and freedom, like the 
leaves on a majestic tree. 


Europe Still Wants U. S. Pork and 
Dairy Products 

Washington, D. C.—Warning has 
been sent out by the Department of Ag- 
riculture to live stock and dairy farmers 
that the demands for export may not be 
so great as last year, but it is explained 
there will still be a heavy market in 
Europe. The governments of Europe 
are making every effort to induce their 
farmers to rehabilitate their farms and 
dairies and a definite campaign is on in 
most countries for cattle repopulation. 
There will still be a demand for Ameri- 
can products, though this repopulation 
and the rate of exchange will probably 
cause it to decline somewhat. Last year 
it took two billion pounds of milk (or one 
hundred pounds from every milch cow 
in American) to meet Europe’s demand 
for dairy products. For at leagt another 
year, it is predicted, the demand for pork 
products will be greater than it has been 
in the past.

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Men in New Army to be Instructed 
to Sing and Play 


Washington, D. C.—Singing and 
instrumental music will not only be 
encouraged but taught in Uncle Sam’s 
new army. This cultivation of melody 
among the soldiers is to serve a military 
as well as a cultural purpose, for, ac- 
cording to an official statemen m the 
War Department, commanding officers 
understand the value of song. During 
the late war, military officials testify, 


singing was recognized as an integral 
part of the training given the soldiers 
and came to have a definite place on the 
daily schedule at camps and canton- 
ments. 

The General Staff is now urging that 
at every post, camp and station there 
be a first-class orchestra, glee club and 
quartette, and definite provisions for 
choral singing and other forms of vocal 
concerts. It is recommended to com- 
manders. that. they obtain teachers and 
conductors to instruct and direct the 
soldiers. The War Department pro- 
mises to assist in finding these instruc- 
tors and leaders, and to provide song 
books and sheet music and to advise 
in the procedure of training sub-leaders, 


in organizing musical groups and fur- 
nishing musical entertainments: 

It is believed that music will be a 
valuable part of the educational cur- 
riculum which will be a feature“ef the 
new American army and that it will 
contribute immeasurably to the en- 
joyment and contentment of the soldiers 
while they are serving their enlistments.

Watch for Slack-filled Cans 


Federal food inspectors have been in- 
structed to watch for interstate ship- 
ments of canned foods which have been 
slack-filled; that is, which contain too 
much water and too little solid food. 
Officials of the Bureau of Chemistry, 
United States Department of Agricul 
ture, who are charged with the enforce- 
ment of the Federal Food and Drugs 
Act, say that action under the law will 
be taken against violators. 

The practice of slack-filling food cans, 
in the opinion of the officials, is demora- 
lizing to the trade and unfair to the con- 
sumer. To puta full can in competition 
with a slack-filled can.places the honest 
canner at a disadvantage. The con- 
sumer almost invariably receives more 
for his money when buying a full can 
than when buying a slack-filled can even 
though he pays a higher price for the 
full can. In some instangés, however, 
when the canner sells his slack-filled 
cans to the trade at prices lower than 
the market price for a full can, the 
consumer is charged as much for the 
slack-filled can as for the full can. In 
such-ecases both the canner and_ the 
dealer share in unfair profits at the 
experfse- of the consumer. 

Putting excess liquid in cans adds un- 
necessary expense in canning, storing, 
and shipping, since the excess liquid re- 
quires more cans and increases freight 
and storage charges-all along-the line — 
through the hands of the canner, broker, 
the wholesale and the retail grocer. 
Since this additional and useless expense 
is borne invariably by the consumer, it 
adds its part to the high cost of living.

Ponds of Andover 


Soe gee a see 


At the regular meeting of the Na- 
‘tural History Society held in the lec- 
ture room of the Punchard School on 
Tuesday evening, many interesting 
facts about ‘““The Ponds of Andover” 
were brought to light. Jonathan Holt 
had charge of the meeting and spoke 
briefly on the smaller ponds, Hussey’s, 
Rabbits and Aslebe’ss- Mrs. Frank 
Foster read a paper prepared by Miss 
Charlotte Helen Abbott on Great 
Pond, North Andover, and also told 
about Foster's Pond. Fred E. Batchel- 
ler took Haggett’s Pond for his subject; 
Mrs. Lowe, Pomp’s Pond; Mrs. Wil- 
liam B. Cheever, Pine Hole Pond; 
Omar P. Chase, Martin's Pond. 

Most of the larger ponds are due to 
interesting geological changes during 
the glacial period. In the case of Lake 
Cochichewick in North Andover, it is 
curious to note that in the glacial pe- 
riod, drainage was toward the south 
and the sea, but that it is now toward 
the north ,and> the Merrimack river. 
Great Pond is said to have an area-of 
150 acres. 

The Andrew Foster from whom Fos- 
ter’s Pond received its name was born 
in England but came to Andover about 
1659 and died here May 7, 1685 at the 
ripe age of 106 years. Twelve grants 
of land were given him, some of which 
were in the south part of the town 
around the pond and Rattlesnake Hill. 
Foster’s Pond has an altitude of 80 feet 
above sea level. Its area is now-about 
three times its original size owing to 
the flooding of the surrounding mead- 
ows by means of the dam at Rattle- 
snake Hill. Foster's Pond had _ its 
hermit, a John Dunlap, who lived at 
one time near the Old Boston road, 
which in earlier times was an Indian 
trail. Later in life he lived in a sort of 
cave near Rattlesnake Hill and died in 
the almshouse in 1821 aged eighty- 
three years. ; 

Haggett’s Pond is the largest pond in 
Andover,’ covering 220 acres. It was 
originally known as Blanchard’s Pond, 
but about, 1679 several families by the 


buying tracts of land from Samuel 
Blanchard so that in course of time, the 
name was changed to Haggett’s. The 
site of ,the dHaggit homestead is sup- 


the heirs of Seth Chase. The last Hag- 
git of whom a record can be found was 
drowned in the pond. 

Pomp’s. Pond is named after Pom- 
pey, the negro slave of Captain Love- 
joy, at whose death he became a free 
man. Hlis cabin was opposite what is 
now the entrance to Spring Grove ceme- 
tery. He was a famous cook and made 
election cake and buns for sale. He and 
his wife are buried in the cemetery at 
the South Church, his grave being 
decorated as that of a Revolutionary 
soldier. It is said that he served with 
Captain Lovejoy. when he responded 
to the Lexington alarm. 


French Like American Canning 


France, the land where everyone is 
supposed to be a good cook—likes Amer- 
ican methods of home canning. 

Four home-demonstration workers 
were lent to France by the United States 
Department of Argiculture in June. They 
were to to give demonstrations in the 
methods of home canning which have 
proved popular in the United States dur- 
ing the last decade. Their work in 
France has been attended with marked 
success. The first series of demonstra- 
tions was concluded early in August and 
the second was started. 

In the first series the work, as planned 
by the Minister of Agriculture and ecar- 
ried out by the Americans, was the 
teaching of Agricultural leaders, who in 
turn will teach the French people. 
Among those who attended this first 
series were four directors of agricultural 
colleges, two chiefs, one inspector 
general from the ministry of agriculture, 
21 professors from different agricultural 
colleges, four wounded French officers, 
the wives of some of the professors, one 
directrice, and two teachers of higher 
schools—about 100 in all. The series 
consisted of demonstrations in the ean- 
ning of fruit, vegetables, meat, and fish. 
Between the two series a course in can- 
ning has been given to girls from the 
devastated areas. The second series, for 
teachers of movable schools, began the 
second week of August. Other countries 
following the example of France, are ask- 
ing for Ameriacn demonstrators who 
can’ teach American methods of home 
canning.

Jury Makes Award to Andover} 
Woman 


A jury in the second session of the 
Superior Civil Court Monday morning 
returned a verdict for the plaintiff in the 
sum of $2175.60 in the suit of Mrs. 
Eleanor Earley of Andover against 
George M. Austin, a Lawrence real 
estate dealer. 

Judge Bell, however, set aside the 
sum of $1825.60 returned under the 
first count for alleged loss of the plain- 
tiff’s property by foreclosure of a mort- 
gage and ordered--a verdict entered for 
the defendant, the court holding that 
Mrs. Earley had not in fact lost title to 
the property. 

Under the second count the jury 
awarded Mrs. Earley $350 damages for 
alleged slander of title and this amount 
was allowed to stand. 

Attorney Edward McAnally, counsel 
for the plaintiff, filed exceptions to 
Judge Bell’s ruling in regard to the loss 
of property by foreclosure. Attorney 
Irving W. Sargent, counsel for the de- 
fendant, sought to have the $350 ver- 
dict awarded for slander of title set 
aisde, but the court refused to allow the 
motion. Attorney Sargent also filed 
exceptions to the court’s ruling.

The artistic genealogy of Kreisler, the 
great violinist, is more than ordinarily 
interesting. It reaches back directly to 
Corelli, the founder of the greatest 
school of violinists the world has known. 
While Kreisler at one time did some 
work under the famous Massart in the 
Conservatoire of Paris, his principal 
teacher and the man to whom he owes 
the most, was Josef Helmesberger of 
Vienna. Helmesberger was a pupil of 
his father, who in turn was a pupil of 
the famous Boehm, the teacher of 
Remenyl, Gruen, Ernst and Joachim. 
Boehm was a pupil of Viotti, a pupil of 
Pugenani, a pupil of Somis, who was a 
pupil of the great Corelli. Corelli was 
born. in 1653, Kreisler in 1875, over two 
hundred years later. 

Perhaps it is ownig to his very dis- 
tinguished artistic descent. that Kreis- 
ler has always been so fond of the old 
Italian masters. 

Nor has Kreisler limited himself to 
the old violin music. He has taken 
many piano pieces, many forgotten 
songs and arias and arranged them for 
his instrument. 

Up to the beginning of the war, 
Kreisler was one of the few violinists 
who under any conditions and circum- 
stances could fill the largest. halls of 
London, Paris, Petrograd and Vienna, 
His hold on the musical public of Europe 
was unique. He attracted not merely 
the gerieral public but the connoisseur, 
for while he has all the brilliancy that 
the general public demands, underlying 
his art is the soundest and _ solidest 
musicianship. 

To Kreisler is due entirely the splen- 
did enlargement of the repertoire of 
modern violinists. For years violinists 
had been going along content to play 
the hackneyed works of modern violin 
literature, forgetting or ignoring the 
wonderful literature that Italy gave to 
the world through the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries. This early Italian 
music which is as beautifully written for 
the violin as the best Italian composers 
have written for the voices, Kreisler 
sought out and revived. As a result, his 
programs cover a broader field than 
those of any artist now before the public.

The Munchausen Company, 
said the article, held four tracts, the 
Munchausen having a hole 16,000,000 
feet, deep “yielding cooking butter, 
ale, turtle soup and bounty, money.” 
The Ananias and Sapphira Tract 
was small, only comprising 65,000,000 
acres, while the China and Hades 
Tract “was known to be esspecially 
rich in tea.” .

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Here are the opinions 
of some representative Andover citi- 
zens, 


John F. O'Connell, publicity director 
of the United Shoe Machinery Corpora- 
tion, says: 

“Notwithstanding all of its admitted 
defects, the electric car is and must con- 
tinue to be for a long time, the most 
serviceable means of popular travel. 
The ‘‘jitney” service, while rapid, is 
dangerous, unregulated, and operated 
by irresponsible persons, in the sense 
that they do not represent a large 
enough investment to protect the in- 
terests of a person injured by them, or 
to give the usual legal satisfaction to 
heirs of anyone killed. Picture the 
whirling chaos that. would follow. in 
Lawrence, for instance, if the electric 
cars were actually stopped and several 
hundred jitneys suddenly appeared to 
take their places.” 


Frederic G. Moore of the Merimack 
Mutual Fire Insurance Company sums 
up the jitney situation as follows: — 

“The question is not the quality of 
service which the jitney may develop in 
the future, for some believe that when 
the experimental stage has passed, a 
very satisfactory form of transportation 
by gasoline motive power may result. 
We are now dealing with the present. 
The question narrows down to this: 
Shall we dismiss the’ trolley and accept 
the jitney as we find it today, or shall 
we restrict the jitney and continue the 
trolley service? 

“That the jitney furnishes cheap and 
rapid transportation cannot be denied. 
These, however, are but two factors in 
the equation, and to my mind not the 
most important. There should be 
taken into consideration safety of life, 
limb and morals, comfort, convenience, 
regularity of service, the larger area 
served, and financial responsibility in 
case of accieent, all of which weigh de- 
cidedly in favor of the trolley. 

“The jitney service has been accept- 
able to many riding between Andover 
Square and Lawrence, but to sub- 
stitute it for thé trottey system, which 
runs the entire length of the town, would 
seem lo the writer exceedingly unwise.” 


Fred FE. Batcheller, chairman of the 
Transportation Committee of the city 
of Lawrence and one of the citizens’ 
committee of seven to regulate the ser- 
vice on the street railway, says:

He be- 
lieves that the Acts of 1916 should be 
adopted by the selectmen of Andover. 


Walter S. Donald of 
Village says: “The street car every 
time if we can have better service 
and a zone system which will give us a 
ride to Andover at a fair price. At 
present. it costs us fifteen cents to ride 
to Andover Square, where our business 
and church interests call us: daily. I 
should think that the street railway 
would be ashamed to let the jitneys 
beat them oh a short haul like this.”
